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An ACT ESTABLISHING A BOARD OF COLLEGIATE AUTHORITY 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION, AND FURTHER REGU- 
LATING CERTAIN EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 


Whereas, The deferred operation of this act would in part 
tend to defeat its purpose, which is immediately to assist 
citizens of this commonwealth who are or hereafter shall be 
in the armed forces of the United States during the present 
war in obtaining higher rank in such forces based in part 
upon proof of having satisfactorily completed courses of in- 
struction in certain educational institutions within the com- 
monwealth, therefore this act is hereby declared to be an 
emergency law, necessary for the preservation of the public 
convenience. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter fifteen, of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by inserting after section three the following new 
section: — Section 3A. There shall be in the department a 
board of collegiate authority, consisting of the commissioner, 
who shall be chairman, the members of the advisory board 
of education, and four citizens of the commonwealth to be 
appointed by the governor, with the advice and consent of 
the council. Of the members originally appointed hereunder, 
two shall be appointed for terms of three years each and two 
for terms of four years each, and thereafter as the term 
of an appointed member expires, his successor shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor, with like advice and consent, for 
a term of five years. Any vacancy in the appointive mem- 
bership of said board shall be filled by appointment by the 
governor, with like advice and consent, for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. Of the appointive members of said 
board, at least one shall represent colleges and universities, 
one shall represent junior colleges and one shall represent 
the secondary school system of the public schools of the com- 
monwealth. The members of said board shall serve without 
compensation, but shall be reimbursed for their necessary 
er actually incurred in the performance of their official 

uties. 

SecTION 2. Sections six and six A of chapter three of the 
General Laws are hereby repealed. 

Section 2A. Section seven of said chapter three, as most 
recently amended by section three of chapter three hundred 
and sixty-four of the acts of nineteen hundred and thirty- 
seven, is hereby further amended by striking out, in the sixth 
line, the words ‘‘or six’’, — so that the first sentence of said 
section three will read as follows: — Any petition to the gen- 
eral court for the establishment or revival, or for the amend- 


ment, alteration or extension of the charter or corporate 
powers or privileges, or for the change of name, of any cor- 
poration, except a petition subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion five, which is seasonably filed in the office of the clerk 
of either branch and is accompanied by a bill embodying in 
substance the legislation petitioned for, shall, with said ac- 
companying bill, be transmitted as soon as may be by the 
clerk of the branch in which they were filed to the office of 
the commissioner of corporations and taxation. 

Section 3. Chapter sixty-nine of the General Laws is 
hereby amended by adding at the end, under the caption 
BOARD OF COLLEGIATE AUTHORITY, the two following new 
sections: — Section 30. The commissioner of corporations 
and taxation, before approving a certificate of organization 
in connection with the proposed incorporation of a college, 
junior college, university or other educational institution 
with power to grant degrees, or articles of amendment to the 
charter of an existing educational institution which will give 
it such power, or changing its name to a name which will in- 
clude the term “‘college’’, ‘junior college” or ‘‘university’”’, 
shall refer such certificate or articles to the board of colle- 
giate authority established by section three A of chapter fif- 
teen. Said board shall immediately make an investigation 
as to the applicants for incorporation of such an institution 
and as to the purposes thereof and any other material facts 
relative thereto. In the case of a proposed amendment to 
the charter of an existing educational institution which will 
give it power to grant degrees, or change its name as afore- 
said, said board shall make an investigation of the institu- 
tion, its faculty, equipment, courses of study, financial organ- 
ization, leadership, and other material facts relative thereto. 
In acting upon any such certificate or articles referred to it 
hereunder, said board shall give a public hearing, notice of 
which shall, at the expense of the applicants, be published 
once a week for three successive weeks in two newspapers, 
one of which is published in the county where the institution 
has or is to have its principal office or place of business, the 
last publication to be at least three days before the date set 
for the hearing. Said board after making its investigation 
hereunder and subject to the provisions of section thirty- 
one, shall make a determination approving or disapproving 
the certificate of organization or articles of amendment 
referred to it hereunder and shall forthwith report its find- 
ings to the commissioner of corporations and taxation. If 
it appears from the report so submitted to him that said 
board does not approve of such certificate or articles, he shall 
refuse to endorse his approval thereon, otherwise he shall 
endorse his approval thereon unless he finds that the provi- 
sions of law relative to the organization of the corporation or 
the amendment to its charter have not been complied with. 
If such certificate or articles are not approved hereunder, 
the applicant or applicants may appeal to the superior court, 
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which shall hear the case and determine whether or not the 
certificate or articles shall be approved. 

Section 31. Said board of collegiate authority, in acting 
upon the certificate of organization in connection with the 
proposed incorporation of a junior college, with power to 
grant degrees, or in acting upon articles of amendment to 
the charter of any existing educational institution which will 
give it power to grant junior college degrees, or changing its 
name to a name which will include the term “‘junior college’’, 
shall not approve such certificate or articles unless — 

First, The institution is offering instruction on a level and 
to a degree of thoroughness. distinctly above that of the 
secondary school and below that of advanced senior college 
specialization, and offering either (a) a two-year course of 
study on a collegiate level, equivalent in content, scope and 
thoroughness to that offered in the standard four-year col- 
leges and universities, or (6) a two-year terminal course of 
study of a vocational or semi-professional training, or both. 

Second, The institution is organized under the laws of the 
commonwealth as a non-profit educational institution, and 
shall have operated as such an institution for a period of not 
less than one year immediately prior to the filing of the peti- 
tion for such privilege. The general character of the institu- 
tion, its professional outlook, and the character and quality 
of its leadership and personnel shall be determining factors 
in the approval of the institution. 

Third, The faculty of the institution consists of teachers 
with adequate preparation and successful experience in their 
respective training fields, and in academic courses, a high 
percentage of the instructors have satisfactorily completed 
one year of advanced study after having attained the bacca- 
laureate degree, and in terminal, semi-professional courses, 
instructors are able to provide evidence of a high degree of 
proficiency in their special fields. 

Fourth, The basis for admission to the institution is the 
satisfactory completion of a secondary school program, or its 
equivalent. 

Fifth, Requirements for graduation are based upon the 
satisfactory completion of a minimum of sixty semester 
hours of study, exclusive of physical training and exercise 
and institutions organized on other than the semester hour 
basis give evidence of the equivalence of the work provided. 
A semester hour, for the purposes of this clause, is hereby 
defined as a class, meeting for one hour weekly for at least 
fifteen weeks. 

Sixth, The institution, if offering two-year courses of 
study on a collegiate level, undertakes to provide the equiv- 
alent of the general education of the first two years of the 
standard four-year college, and gives satisfactory evidence 
that its semi-professional curricula are designed to provide 
reasonably proper instruction to students taking courses of 
a vocational or semi-professional nature. 
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Seventh, The institution has an adequate library, ade- 
quately housed, properly catalogued, has an adequate supply 
of current periodicals, including scientific and research jour- 
nals, if such journals are properly related to the courses of 
study offered, and has a satisfactory annual appropriation 
for its continued maintenance. 

Highth, Laboratories, when necessary in connection with 
the courses of study offered, are adequately equipped for in- 
structional purposes with sufficient space and suitable appa- 
ratus and equipment to meet the educational objectives of 
the institution, whether they be cultural or semi-professional. 

Ninth, The material equipment of the institution, includ- 
ing its lands, buildings, classrooms and dormitories, is suffi- 
cient to insure efficient operation, and its physical plant pro- 
vides safe, sanitary and healthful conditions, as judged by 
modern standards. 

Tenth, Teaching or classroom hours of teaching in the 
institution do not exceed eighteen hours weekly, and classes 
are ordinarily limited to thirty students and the ratio of 
students to instructors above the level of assistants is not 
unreasonably excessive. 

_ Eleventh, The institution, if seeking to provide a program 

equivalent to the first two years of the standard college pro- 
gram,:offers. work in at least five separate departments: 
English, mathematics, foreign languages, natural sciences 
and social sciences. 

Twelfth, If the institution intends to operate a junior col- 
lege. and a preparatory or secondary school under the same 
administration, provision is made for a separation between 
the two divisions of the institution, and, if the institution 
maintains housing quarters for its students, junior college 
students and secondary school students will be housed in 
separate quarters. 

Thirteenth, In addition to satisfying the authorities that 
it meets the provisions of a tax-free non-profit educational 
institution, the institution submits evidence of sound finan- 
cial structure and operation over a period of at least two 
years. 

Section 4. Section ten of chapter one hundred and fifty- 
five of the General Laws,‘as amended by chapter eleven of 
the acts of nineteen hundred and thirty-three, is hereby fur- 
ther amended by striking out the third sentence and insert- 
ing in place thereof the following: — Such articles shall be 
submitted to the commissioner who shall examine them, and 
if he finds that they conform to the requirements of law, he 
shall, subject to section thirty of chapter sixty-nine if appli- 
cable to such articles, so certify and endorse his approval 
thereon. 

Section 5. Section three of chapter one hundred and 
eighty of the General Laws, as appearing in the Tercentenary 
Edition, is hereby amended by inserting after the word “to” 
in the second line the words: — section thirty of chapter 
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sixty-nine, —so as to read as follows: — Section 3. The 
corporation shall be formed in the manner prescribed in and 
subject to section thirty of chapter sixty-nine, section nine 
of chapter one hundred and fifty-five and sections six and 
eight to twelve, inclusive, of chapter one hundred and fifty- 
six, except as follows: 

The capital stock, if any, shall not exceed five hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The agreement of association of a corporation having no 
capital stock may omit the statement of the amount of the 
capital stock and the par value and number of its shares. 
The par value of its shares, if any, may be ten, twenty-five, 
fifty or one hundred dollars. The fee to be paid to the state 
secretary upon the filing of the certificate of organization 
shall be twenty-five dollars. 

Section 6. Said chapter one hundred and eighty is hereby 
further amended by striking out section ten, as most recently 
amended by section one of chapter one hundred and fifty- 
one of the acts of nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, and 
inserting in place thereof the following: — Sectzon 10. Any 
corporation heretofore or hereafter organized under general 
or special law for any of the purposes mentioned in this chap- 

-ter may, at a meeting duly called for the purpose,‘ by vote 
of two thirds of the capital stock outstanding and entitled to 
vote, or, in case such corporation has no capital stock, by 
vote of two thirds of the persons legally qualified to vote in 
meetings of the corporation, or by a larger vote if its agree- 
ment of association or by-laws shall so require, add to or 
change the purposes for which it was incorporated, if the 
additional or new purpose is authorized by section two. The 
presiding, financial and recording officers and a majority of 
its other officers having the ‘powers of directors shall forth- 
with make, sign and swear to a certificate setting forth such 
addition to or change of purposes. Such certificate shal! be 
submitted to the commissioner of corporations and taxation 
who shall examine it, and if he finds that it conforms to the 
requirements of law, he shall, subject to section thirty of 
chapter sixty-nine if |applicable to such certificate, so cer- 
tify and endorse his approval thereon. The certificate shall 
thereupon be filed in the office of the state secretary. 

Section 7. Chapter two hundred and sixty-six of the 
General Laws is hereby amended by striking out section 
eighty-nine, as appearing in the Tercentenary Edition, and 
inserting in place thereof the following: — Section 89. Who- 
ever, in a book, pamphlet, circular, advertisement or adver- 
tising sign, or by a pretended written certificate or diploma, 
or otherwise in writing, knowingly and falsely pretends to 
have been an officer or teacher, or to be a graduate or to hold. 
any degree, of a college or other educational institution of 
this commonwealth or elsewhere, which is authorized to con- 
fer degrees, or of a public school of this commonwealth, and 
whoever, without having lawful authority to confer degrees, 
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offers or confers degrees as a school, college or as a private 
individual, alone or associated with others, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars or by 
imprisonment for not more than one year, or both. Any 
individual, school, association, corporation or institution of 
learning, not having lawful authority to confer degrees, using 
the designation of “university” or ‘‘college”’ shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of one thousand dollars; but this shall not 
apply to any educational institution whose name on July 
ninth, nineteen hundred and nineteen, included the word 
“university” or “college”’. Approved June 12, 1948.

He 
stated that thie meant that there were 70,516 boys enrolled 
in 847 epocifie PIT courses, and 66,366 boys in 579 academic 
classes etapted to meet PIT needs.

The publioity given this Aet in newspapers brought in in- 
quiries from individuals relative te pensibilitles of ros iwora~- 
tion Oy improvement of wieion.

One cage was thet of an eiderly aan, whe had icet tie vigion 
oF one eye and bed been told he had a gaterast forming on tie 
Other. He was able to pay a aogerate fee for an ephthalaclogiat's 
eervices, but wished advice about securing aueh care. He sub- 
sequently made satisfactory arrangesenis, 64e operated on suse 
sessfulliy, and obtel ned normal wisieon with @ ¢ataract lens. 

The other Gase wae a BY year o1d sen, an Alblne, wae wished 
help in obtaining un examination foxy lenses which sight help him 
to read. Arrangements for Ghia examination were sade with the 
Bassachuse tte Hye and Kar infirvwary, wiers he wus Fitted with « 
telesoopic i¢na Wileh enabled bia to read eoderately iarge print. 
He was delighted with thie accoapilishment. 

in Auguaet 1946 the worker on prevention of blindness and 
one of the workers with ohildren, through the eooperation of the 
Divlaien of Child Hygiene, Department of Publie Eealth, sonduc ted 
& Vision test project in the nursery seheole of Cambridge. The 
purposes of the projest was to asquire familiarity with the 
Measachuse tie Vielon Test and ite feasibility aa a sereening 
procedure. The test waa administered im four aghocis wi th 
Satisfactory resulta, although the shiidren were largely in 
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pre-sehoo] or kindergerten age groups. The workers eiso 
eooperated with the Division of Child Hygiene in Gemonsira ting 
the Hassachusetis Vision Tent at the conference of parochial 
sehoola held at Beston College High School during the last week 
in Auguat. 

The worker gave three talks during the year - one to the 
Board of Direcwrs of the Bassachueetts Parent-Teachare Assocta- 
tion on the progras of the Division of the Blind as it reletes 
’ ovrevoen tion of blindness; one to the Barvard Course at Perkins 
Institution on Nedieal Seeolal Work with eye patients as a measure 
in prevemting biindness; and a brief radio talk on prevention of 
blindne ss. 

Examinations at the Zaasachusetts Eye ond Har infirmary by 
the gongul ting ophthailmologiat te the Diviston of the Blind were 
arranged for several elients in order to determine whether thore 
were poseibilities for improvement of vision by surgery or trea t~ 
ment. For sem of thease eases, the condition was pronounced 
hopeless, wit for others surgery was found possible.

These iieta wore gent by the 
Bureau of Researeh and Statiaties of the State Welfare Department 
w the sity and town burenue of O1d age agslstame with the request 
that the liste be yveturned after noting whether or not the indi- 
widuel Was receiving 91d Age Ageistanee. 

Shree hundred and thirteen loeai burcaua of old age ageis tance 
Peturned the ocppiciod acheduie reporting ehether or not biind 
persone eore being aided. With one execption no aged biind per~ 
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four percent of them left no insurance. If the relatives of 
these indAviduaia were without funde for the burial of the 
reelpient of Aid tie Blind, i6 was necessary for the local 
Publis geifare Sejariuent to provide for the burial. Both the 
Yelatves and tie loeal Public Gelfare Deparwments dislike the 
procedure of another agenoy having t provide for this service 
when the Division of the Biind has been assuming responsibility.

However, through 
the cooperation of the Springfield and Sewton Behovl Cys tens, 
glasees in way production training wero lneti cuted for the >1ind. 
Training in such provesses ag filing, burring, hand lapping, 
aesonbi ing, inspection, bench lathe work, Grili press operations, 
and various other types of pepeti tive rend operations were given 
the workere. Ae & Yaoult of these courses sbeut 45 mon end women 
were placed in vavious industries in the Springfield area, and 
82 were plaved from the Newton Trade Sehool. Theses Classes have 
now been suapended due to a lack of stuien tw. 

Placensnts made threugh the supervision of thie departaent 
means that the worker not oniy centacte nusercua indus triad 
vopresentatives, but mekes surveys ef plants and laboratories 
before « suitable operation is fowmd.

Sie, however, is but the material aspect of the service 
remiered by the home teachers. in a 604341 and spiritual sense, 
they render a servige that ia secend to none in the fleid of work 
for the blind. ‘fhe teacher io of ten the first represen tative 
frou the Division to go inw the hose of a newly blinded person. 
Often these newly blinded people are frightened and bewildered 
by thelr affliction, and to thes 1s seeus the and of life. The 
home teachers, themselves « shining ¢xaaple of courage and the 
ability to overcone the handicap of blindness, impart to their 
puplia a new confidence in theAr own ablilty tw ¢arry on, and a 
new sense of usefulness. Muny of the people become eufficiently 
profieient in theiy hundwork to make saleable arti¢gles, and thus 
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become at least partially, if net wholly self-supporting. The 
joy that these people experience when they receive the first 
monsy for merchandise that they themselves made cunnot be measured 
in doliare and cents. 

During the year 625 pupiis received instructions from our 
home teachera, who rendered services as followny

The teathers are some tices called upon 
give talks to clube and organizations, and one seacher conduc te 
& weekiy radio program in hep a1 y. 


The Givision mintaine two salesroons, one in Boston and 
one in Pitsefleld, for the purpose of adispasing of articles mde 
by blind people in their homes. ‘dhe Divinien alee smploys a Sales 
Prosoter, wuco orgenizes apecial seles im sities and twwne through- 
out the etate. 

Guy home workers have found 1% inereasingly difficult to 
obtain mhiterviais for their work. Due © this shortage, 1t was 
deemd advieable not to held the annual sale 4% our Foston Sales- 
rooms. Thie sale if held in the spring for a period of two weeks, 
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and nete about $10,000. However, scales wre held as usual in 

Pall River, New Bedford, Newten, FPittefield and Springfield. These 
were three-day salen, with the exception of Hewton, which was a 
two-day sale. ‘the five sales netted a totel of $7,742.28. Church, 
sOolal, and civic orgenigations and interested individuale through- 
out the state cuonitvibute to the success of these suies. They 

help to organize the sales, provide seeting places for the 
participating arwups, ss¢elet in obtaining preper publicity, and act 
as Saleawowen during the sales. 

During the year 160 blind persons consigned articles to the 
salesroous and for the apecial sales. Goods in the amount of 
$11,772.86 wore sold, and indications are thet thie figure could 
have been more than doubled had material been avallebie. The 
goods ere sold ai ne expense to the sonsignors, end the entire 
anount Pealised from the sale of an article is returned to the 
person who wade that article. While seme of cur peeple earn 
iittie in this muner, to others 1¢ constitutes a resi incomes 
one givl received §1,277.60. im all cases, the greatest benefit 
Gerived is the eelf-confidence which only uehievexent ean bring. 


SALEING ROOK MACHINES 
The talking book machine, which made ite appearanees in 1935 
and is therefore « comparatively new service t the blind, has 
weaken ita plaee auong the forwmout services of fered. At the 
present time, in this etate, 1+ ranke second only to Pinancial 
aid to the blind. 
On dume SO, 1944 there vere 745 talking book aachines on lean 
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%® biind porsens in the atate. uring the year 616 porsons 
had the une of the machine; while in eli, 1452 persons have 
had the vee of the talking book machine since 1986. 

thease anohings are loaned indefinitely to blind pereone, 
whe may keep them aw long ao they winh to use them. thile «4 
eoaull number ef persone have found, af ter trial, they Gid not 
wish t or were wiable to keep the machines for various reasons, 
moet of the borrowers have had theie auchines for years, and 
woald now vonsicger it « bardehip to part with thes. In the 
majority of gages where a wiking deck machine ia returned to 
the Division, it is due to the death of the borrawer. 

Requests are tonsa tently received ot thisoffiace from people 
wie bave just lomarned of She talking book machine, or who have 
jJuet decided t try one. Of these, 108 were receiving a machine 
for the first tise, while 76 were exchanges te persons whose 
talking book aachines wera out of order and conld not immedi- 
ately be repaired. Yo iene the machine even for the short 
epane.of a wook og two would mean so auch to some of the 
borrowers that we often install another machine while the oid 
one is belng repaired, despite the great amount of addi tional 
work necessitated by such an exchange both on our own records 
asd on these forwarded to the Ferkina inutiwiion Library and 
te Library of Congress in Washington, D.¢. 

hore than JOO works have now been recorded for use on the 
talking book auchine. Diese include peetry, prose, fiction, 
histery, biography, grawaur, tex6 books on various sub jec in, 
snd the Bible in full. there is, therefore, something to suit 
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the taste of eash reader, and the waching is gertain to increase 
in popularity ag tlae goes On. 

While we have #tili not added any edditional somberse w 
our staff to handle those machines, they are absorbing wre 
and more of the <iwe from our regular eteff. Although one of 
our workers spende bis entire time in placing, removing and 
repairing the talking book mashines, it has become necessary 
to eniiet die aid of our Home Teachers in placing and ramoving 
the machines. ‘Thies, of courge, in addition t their mgular 
werk. ‘thousands of miles are traveled each year and hundreds 
of calis made in evunnection with the talking book xachines. 
However, the benefit and pleasure derived by the borrowers 
ia suffielent eoupensation for the afiditienal effort involved 
in keeping the maghines avaliable, and 1% is hoped that after 
the war wo say bo able to add sufficiently to our personnel 
a0 Gat, as the field for tulking beok sachines increases, we 
Gan wmiintuin tie Righ standard of service which we bave attwined. 


During the year 46 addressees were wade by the Direstor 
and various «embers of the siaff to various social and civic 
Siubs, echeols, aecleties, and sany other groups including the 
Paurent-"machers Association, the Rotary Club ane several of 
the Lions Glube in the state. ‘These <telke were given for the 
purpose of Greating and promoting interest in the work of this 
Division, and were on subjects relating to the many phases of 
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the work. 

the law mixing sandatory the reporting of Legeliy blind 
persons to the Division of the Blind by physicians, op tom- 
etriets, clinics, hospitals and institutions eceagioned wide- 
eprend publicity net only in this state, but throughout the 
oountry. Haseuchusette was the first estate to have such a law, 
and weny othor ateates are now planning to follow suit. 

The Division has printed a leaflet setting forth the 
services offered te the blind residents ef Massaghunetts. These 
Aoafiets are diatrlbuted at the anlesa of articles ande by the 
blind, the staff semberea and the Director take ‘hen along shen 
they ge out on speaking engagewents, and were included with the 
letters forwarded tw physicans, optome trliete, oiinles, hospi wmla 
and institutions infemaing them of the compulsory reporting iaw. 
These leaflets ape alse avallable to any cone on reques%. 

in this manner the public ia being nere widely acquainted 
with the Massacinise tts Division of tie Blind aud ite work. “hile 
wae géneral pubiie dees realize that there is a Divieslen of the 
Biind, woet of them are quite vague as w@ ite furetions. Many 
imiividuais, dectera and hospitals hed a sonception of the 
Division as aerely a Relief agency, and were therefore wary of 
reporting t us biind persona who were financially independent. 
Through the compulsory reporting law, the printed leaflet, 
aicdresses by our staff wembers and the Director, and several 
articies in local newspapers, the public is fast besoming 
acquainted with the true fue tions of this Sivision, and con- 
sequently our Kegiater of blind persons in the Commonweal th is 
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becoming more Geuplete than 1¢ ever hae been in the past.

ee The Division ie represented on the State Recrea- 
tion of tre Divieion of Health and Social Services of the 
Hagsachusetiea Comai.ttes on Public Safety. Although the Comsittes is 
eoncerned with war-time recreation, yet ite work will carry over into 
post-war days. The Division keeps in close touch with the State Planving 
Board. Contact is maintained with the Pan-imerican Society of Massachu- 
setts, which fe working for better inter-~Ameriean wierstandings.

The large construction program set up by the Maritime Comulssion 
ereated an unprecedented demand for officers. in order to make 
fullest ase of owe facilities and to make ae great a contribution 
aa possibie to the furmishing of offleere, a new program of 
“overslagping clusses was eatablished in September 1943.

Industriel activity and other phases of the war had a tendency 
to keep enrcliments below pre-war levels. Although totel esrollments ia 
praetioally all centers sre below those for the pre-war period, earoll- 
ments as of Hovember 1, 1943, compared with those of a year aco, showed 
en increase of 1.9 percent. Snrolimente in the three county agricultural 
schools increased by 668 percent, cceasioned by increases of 19 percent 
at Sristol and 12.5 percent st Berfolk. inoreases alse oceurred in the 
enrollments of sight high eeheol departments. 


This year 7.€ percent fewer pupils fron homes ehere the major 
portion of the inesme is obtained from farzing are attending our egri- 
cultural achoole and departeents, « decrease of 2.1 percent sccurring 
in the totals for the three eounty schools, and &.7 percent in the totals 
ef all ether centers. However, percentace increases escurred in pupils 
from such homes at both Essex and Yorfelk County “checils, sad at Falmouth, 
Middleboro, Texpleteon and Zestport. 


Inforsstion eubmitted sy threes selected departuents showed that 
im due, 1944, eniy 53.4 percent of their former puplis ere ian ferning or 
oceupations aliied to farsing. This is a reduction of 6.% percent belew 
the 1945 status. These reperts also showed thet 28.6 perosnt of their 
former pupils are in the armed forces and 26.8 percent are empicyed in 
eecupations essential te the war effort other than fareing and the eraed 
foress. 


Pigures tebulated on graduates in the classes ef 1943 show thet 
there were €@ fewer craduates in 1945 then ia i842, with $9.5 percent 
joining the armed foress, am imerease of 16.0 pereent ever 1942. Althouch 
19 fever graduates entered full tise farming in 1965 than in 1542, the 
pereantece incresses of those in full time farning amovated to 1.7 per- 
eent. Seven percent fewer graduates entered some form of agricultural 
pursuit, and 1.2 percent fewer gredustes entered industriai empleysent in 
1945 than in 1962. These fieures show 32.5 percent exgeged im full time 
farming, 5.5 percent im businezse allied te agriculture, sith « total of 
36.0 percent connected with some agricultursi endeavor.

Gur public trade snd veoationsl echosis have made a contribution 
in the wer prosrax ef whieh we are all wery prewd. Since July 1, i840, 
these schoels have organieed and previded pre-employment proparatery train- 
ing to 62,623 different individusls and helped then, through sooperation 
with the J. 9. Employment fervice, into industries encacea in producing 
the meteriails of wer. Many were our so2zt deserving youth who had never 
had « job nor had they ever reesived any training fer apecifie expleynent; 
these sume state and federally aided voestional scheols have organised and 
provided upgrading or “after exployeent" preparatory training te 63,177 
people who oe ety ig these past four years, made their soutribution te the 
“wiming of the war", a substantial total ef 125,600 men and women workers. 
Ade te tnese figures the regular contribution made by these schools in the 
regular day and evening veestional precrem and we have on impressive figure 
isdiestive of « job well done.

The reeord of placement of graduates from the Girls’ tay 
industrial Seheols for the yesr 1048-44 shows thet 857 graduates, repre- 
senting 86 pervent of the total, entered the trade fer which training ms 
given. thie is « alight improvement over the previous year, attributedle 
in part te the feat thet girie are recognizing the wiedesm of securing 
employment in the trade for whieh they have been trained, rather than 
aevepting « texporary job in « war industry at work for which they have 
not been prepered. 


& Bakery Department wae established in the Sprime field Trade 
Seheol for Girlie beginning Septomber 8, 1943. Thia is a two-year pregran 
for theoxe cirle and boys whe wish to apecislise in thie partieular field. 


Tt ie antleipated thet ae the noeds are determined for the train- 
ing or retreining of women and girls displaced fren ear industries or 
returned (rom the women's branches of the eilitary derviews, there aay be 
& demand in the uoar future for short wiit eoursss of « part-time trade 
preparatory or trade extension nature. in thie eoaneotion, the eituation 
is being studied as te possible eervice to reader aon and boys. 


Bay Househelé arta sehools 


Through Ladividual visite to teachers, group conferences, and 
ab Gummer Gohool, the supervisors have stressed the importance of the home- 
waking tenchers' job to the war effort. ore teachers have accepted this 
faot and have adjusted their programs or changed the exphaeec, in order te 
help girls to aseume the many now responsibilities facing then in their 
homes these days.

fue to war eonditions and situations ariging therefrom, practi-«- 
aliy ail day household arte teachere have made changes in their programs. 
fae following report from the Yaverhill Dey Household Arte tehool is 
typical of the ehenging emphases, 


"(1) an extension downward to the lower classes of Ghild 
Care work so that the younger girlie may be better 
qualified te care for children of working sothers. 


(2) Greater auphasise on Health in ali avbjecte. Home Care 
of the tick given sore attention sa many giris have 
hed to take more responei bility for care of the sick 
in their oon homes duc to the shertage of nurses, 
and mothers working in defenses plants. 


{3} Sere work on lumech bow foods for working people. 


{4} Preparetion ef euiteble feeds for sending to servicemen, 
ané packing of boxes for brethere aod friends of girla. 


(6) Rmphasio on improved food kabite eed adequete breakfasts. 


(6) Here work on renevation of germents and care and repeir 
of thinge on hand, instead of unnecessary purchases of 
new articies.” 


All sehoele have cuphacised conservation, and heave helped mate- 
rially with the “alvage Drives (fet, paper, end metal). 


Several young aothers, members of local rent<Teachers' 
Aseoulation groups, were interested in attending the aprincfield fvening 
Praetiosl Art Classes, if arramrements eculd bs wade for the care of their 
#axil ehildren. Through the eooperaticn of the Sprincfield General Voon- 
tional Fregres for Girls, modified Sursery Schesl wae organised in the 
gane building in «hich the adult homemaking classes were held. A trained 
@ureery Soheol teacher, leaned fram the Sehool Department, and aasalated 
by the General Yeeationsl girle, was im charge of the pre«schooi ohildren 
while thelr mothers were attending the Foods ciasses. It is hoped this 
Wareery Senecl pregram may be further developed another year, affording 
an opportusity for « welieplanmed Child care wilt fer the henesakineg ciris, 
oud at the enmo time making it poseible for more sothers with young 
ehildren to attend the aduit homemaking slasses. 


& Gommunity Canning Kitchen was canducted af the Esesx County 
Homemeking Gobool from July 6 te Aucuet 27, 1943. In order ts sake this 
program pose.ble withewt extre cont, the homemaking teachera staggered 
their vacations, starting im June aud ending in Geteber. The work was 
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divided so that each teacher epent two weeks in the canning kitehen and 
two woeke giving canning demonstrations througheut the county under the 
the Home Denonstration Agent's programe Men oe well es women sttended 
these demonstrations, the former chowlng mwoh interest and asking anny 
pertinent questions. 


The sehool oannalug kitehen was open to the women of the county 
three days a week, The ether two days, students in the Homemaking lepart- 
aent who had eleeted cauming as part of thelr summer project, worked at 
the school, ganning fruite and vegetables from the school nursery and 
gardens, to d¢ used in the sehool cafeterias during the winter. 


Besides the acterial values oreated, this project aise conserved 
food for the fanilies repreeented and the cirls wae participated. Sy bav- 
ing the Homemaking Sehoolk open, homemakers faced with unforeseen problems 
im the midst of thelr cansing, could telephone the echool and receire 
iweodiate advice. 


Many sehoole qualified for the Community feheol Lunch Program 
whieh made possible not ouiy moet vital instruction in food preparation 
end eafeteria work for the household arte girls, but else ispreved sutri- 
tion for all. 


Report of « home nursing instructor regarding the sarry-over 
of ber iactrauction and the opportunity afforded her puplis to eontribute 
te a loesl need arising from the war sitast!lons 


"fhe Superintendent of Wurees of the Gnlen Hesapitel, Pall 
River, Gsenehusetts, called the giria' Division of the 
Dimes Yoostionel Seheol te ask help from the Home Sarsiag 
puphie im giving the Kenney Treataent isnt fall. Five 
puplis were assigned, each taking @ morniac free 6 tome 
te 18 noon. 


Gesides helping with the fenmey Treatment they gave bede 
side care euch a6 bathing the chiidrents faces and hands, 
combing heir, making beds, ste. They alse served trays 
and wmidemorning drinks. in varieus waye they kelped te 
make the patients confortable. 


The children’s ward wae quarantined fer a shart durati ce 
beoause of Chicken Pox. Wiwn the quarantine was lifted 
a call from the Hospital eams asking te send the girle 
back to centinus their work. 


The puplie enjoyed thie kind of work. A report ond 
roocerd wae kept of their daily work.

At the present time the Home Gursing classes are 
making pads for the Hore Hawthorne Cancer “ame, 
District Bursing Asscolation.

Only those girls 
whose clase work wae outetanding were pleked to go to 
the hospital. The tine spent ot the _noopstat i 8 
aredited to home projeet in nursing." 


The acheols have sentinued te oosperate with local agencies 

soanested with the war effort, through each pupil eetivities as the fol~ 
lowing: garments, ubility bags, oversess hospital boxes, Savers, surgical 
dressings, sorvivemen's kits, overseae boxes for children, and window 
draperies made for the Red Greess hoepitel dressings mode for and ward 
service in heapitele; sakes made for 0.0.0. centers; carments ond afyphens 
sade for Russian feliels farm labor, including thiening aud trensplanting 
seedlingas planting, unleading, wrapping, and tying vegetables; loading 
baskets, picking strawberries, and sarvesting fall erope. 


The fay Household Arte Program in Barnstable was expanded to 
include short units of training in dining room service and guest roca 
services in connection with the Cape Cod hotels and summer resorts. 


A turvey of Cape Cod had shows & need especially for waitresses, 
@irle to core for quest reoss, bell sops, and bug beyea. The hoteles were 
booked for the entire seaem bub were faosd with & serious personnel 
shortage.

The Community Seheol Lunch Procras, made poscible by funcés of 
the “ar Peed Administration, haa been carried on fren September 1048 
through June 1944 in Gasechusetts by the State Separtments of Tduestion 
and Public Welfare, with a regularly appointed Rougehold arta supervisor 
of the Stete Separtment of Pdueation aching se Supervisor. She has beon 
aenisted by two Puli-tise, home eeunemies trained sehool~-luach managers, 
as Aeoletent Superviceor and “eld Yorker, respectively, whe were financed 
by funds of the ttate Depurtmest of Public ‘elfare. 


The State-Side Oehool Lunch Advisery Committees was continued 
through ite fourth year, holding « monthly mecting from Geteber through 
Way» The aesietant teperviser of the Comeunity Scheel Lunch Proecrem 
served ae Executive Geeretary, and the Gyporvicer, ae Cheirman.

Ae color has become increasingly important to industry and to 
Craftemen in this State, special attention was given during the year to 
a surios of News Letters on thie subject.

Due to recently passed iegleletion providing for instruction in

The day cooperetive part-time phase of the work has grown slightly 
im the senee thet now centers have been established, but in some instances 
the impact of a dislocated eoonomy has jeopardised the current success of 
wider programs. Seerensing aehool populations sud the greater Maancial 
rewards available te youth im war industries or in areas of enployment 
in@luenced by the war offort have operated to reduce the number ef selee~ 
tions of the cooperative part~tine program in Retailing in certain sonters.

A married men, age 43, both legs amputated (one above and one below 
the Imee), who mov of the work of the Rehabilitation Division from past 
contact, wrote to the Rehabilitation Division seslkking employment and 
offering his services to the war effort. Although the men's industrial 
batkground wo limited for the most part to worl of a gelling netere, he 
potty tong la ecelident, a bacekeround of two years of collece 

besie Physies and General Ghemistry, In cooneration with the 

tates Maployment Service, a canvas of employers was made in the 
pi rt which the men lived, After many contacts with many firme, s 

| geoperative employer evinced interest and granted the man a personal ine 

terview, The employer wea impresse’ vith the man's letent ebility and. 
agreed to stexrt him on rovtine teats in the fectory laboratery, By the 
use of University Extension Courses for home study, supplied through the 
Rehabilitation Divieion, the worker wee sbie to expand hie knowledge and 
apply thet oki11 to hia job. the employer wae enthusiastic about the 
progress of the vorker on the Job ond increase the responsibility of 
his work in proportion to the eki11 he wae constantly improving through 
further study. Tho employer hae made alao meny minor physieal changes 
in the job euch as placing the work on the strect level, in order that 
the worker may be nade aa physically comforteb!o as possible, Today the 
man io harpily employed in a job with security and an expending future 
at 840.00 a week,
